EXPORT TRADE CONTROL No. 1188-ETC 

S.O, 322(E).-4n t'cercRe of (he powers conferred 
by Section 3 of ilie Imports and Exports ('Control) 
Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following Order, namely — 

1. Short title and eommeneement.—( 1) This Order 
may be called the Exports (Control) Order, 1988. 

(2) It shall come into force on 30th March, 1988. 

2. Definitions.—In thi.s Order, unless the context 
otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act” means the Imports and Exports 
(Control) Act, 1947 ( 18 of 1947); 

(b) “Collector of Customs ’ has the same mean¬ 
ing as assigned to it in the Customs Act, 
1962 (52 of 1962): 

(c) “An Autliorizccl officer” means an officer 
not below the rank cf Deputy Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports Exports authorized by 
the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports; 

(d) “licence” means an export licence granted 
under this Order; 

(e) “Licensee” means a person to whom a 
licence is granted under this Order; 

(f) “Licensing Authority" means an authority 
competent to grant a licence under this 
Order; 

Cg) “Schedule” means a .schedule to this Order; 

(h) “value" has the same meaning as in sub* 
section (1) of section 14 of the Cu.stoms 
Act, 1962 (52 of 1962); 

(i) Words and expre>sions used in this order 
and not defined but defined in the Act shall 
have the meanings respectively assigned to 
them in the Act. 

3. Restrictions on export of certain goods,— 
(1) Save as otherwise provided in this Order no person 
shall export any goods of the description specified in 
Schedule I, except under and in accordance with a 
licence granted by the Central Government or by an 
officer specified in Schedule TI. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub¬ 
clause (1) goods specified in Schedule III may be 
cxiwrtcd on fulfilment of the terms and conditions 
specified therein. 

(3) If in any ca.se, it is found, that the value, sort 
specification, quality and description of the goods to 
1^ exported arc not in conformity with the declara¬ 
tion of the exporter in those respects or the quality 
and specification of such goods aro not in accordance 
with the terms of the export contract, (he export of 
such goods shall be deemed to be proliibitcd. 

4. Conditions of licence.—(1) A licence granted 
^ndcr this Order mav contain such conditions, not 
inconsistent with the Act or this Order, as the licens¬ 
ing authority may deem fit. 

so: GT/RS--4 
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(2) It shall be deemed to be a condition of every 
licence that— 

(a) no penon shall transfer and no person shall 
acquire by transfer any licence issued by the 
licensing authority except under and in 
accordance with the written permission of 
the authority which granted flic licence, 

(b) the goods for the export of which the licence 
is granted shall be the property of the 
licensee at the time of the c.xport. 

(3) The licensee shall com)rIy with all conditions 
imposed or deemed to be imposed under this clause. 

5. Refusal of licence.—The licensing authority may 
refuse to grant a licence— 

(a) if the application for the licence docs not 
conform to any provision of this Order; 

(b) if such application contains any false, or 
fraudulent or misleading statement; 

(c) if the applicant uses in support of the appli¬ 
cation any document which is false or fabri¬ 
cated or which has been tampered with; 

fcl) if the licensing authority considers that the 
grant of the licence will not be in the interest 
of the country; 

(e) if the activities of the applicant are pre¬ 
judicial to the interest of the Stale; 

(f) if the applicant has, on any occasion com¬ 
mitted breach of any law (including any 
rule, order or regulation) fe'lating to customs 
or foreign exchange; 

(g) if the applicant on any occasion has tamper¬ 
ed with an e.xport licence or has e.xportcd 
goods without a licence, or has been a party 
to any corrupt or fraudulent practice in his 
commercial dealings or in obtaining 
any licence or found to have solicited 
licences by ottering an inducement to the 
holder of licence or otherwise: 

(h) if any agent or employee of tiTe applicant 
has been a party to any corrupt or fraudu¬ 
lent practice in obtaining the licence for the 
applicant; 

(i) if the applicaion for an export licence is 
defective and does not conform to the pres¬ 
cribed rules; 

(i) if the applicant contravenes or attempts to 
contravene or abets the contravention of 
any order made or deemed to have been 
rnadc under the Act or any condition of a 
licence granted under any such order or 
commits a breach of the Export Trade 
Control Regulations; 

(k) if the applicant is not eligible for a licence 
in accordance with the Ex|rort Control 
Rcgulation.s; 

(l) if the licensing authority decides to canalize 
export through special or specialized agen¬ 
cies or channels; 

(m) if the applicant i.; a partner in a partnership 
firm, or a whole-time director or managing 
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director of a private limited conrpany which 
is for the time being subject to any action 
under clause 7 or clause 8 or clause 9; 

(n) if the applicant is for the time being sub¬ 
ject to any action under clause 7 or clause 
8 or clause 9; 

(o) if the applicant is a partnership him or a 
private limited company, any partner or 
whoie-time director or managing director 
where of, as the case may be. is fur the 
time being .subject to any action under 
clause 7 or clause 8 or clause 9; 

(p) if any amount demanded from the applicant 
under the Custom.s Act, 1962, or any penalty 
imposed on him under the said Act has 
remained unpaid for a period of three 
months; 

(q) if the applicant fails to produce any docu¬ 
ment that is called for by the Cbief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Export.s or the 
Licensing Authority; and 

(r) if the applicant fails to pay any penally 
finally imposed on him under the Act. 

"6. Amendment of Licence.—The licen,sing autho¬ 
rity may, of its own ntotion or on application by the 
licensee, amend any licence granted under this order 
in such manner as may ho necessary to make such 
licence conform to the priivi.sions of tlie Act or this 
Order or any other law for the time being in force 
or to rectify any errors or omissions in the licence • 

Provided that the licensing authority may on re¬ 
quest by the licensee amend the licence in any manner 
consonant with the TAtwrt Trade Control Regulations. 

7. Power to debar from receiving licences or ex¬ 
porting goods.—The Central Guvernmont or the Chief 
Controller of Imports E.xports or an authorized 
officer may debar a licensee or exporter or any other 
person from all or any if the following, i.c.. receiving 
the licences or from exporting any goods; and direct 
without prejudice to any other action that may be 
taken in this behalf, ihai no licence shall be granted 
to him or no iiermission shall be pranteu to him for 
exporting any goods, for a specified period under this 
Order :—- 

(a) if his application for licence is at any time 
found to be not in conformily with any 
provisions of this Order; or 

(b) if such application is found to contain any 
false, fraudulent or misleading staleifient; 
or 

(c) if he is found to have u.sed in .support of his 
application any document which is false or 
fabricated or which ha.s been tampered wi'h; 
or 

(d) if he has, on any occasion, tampered w'ifh 
an e.xport licence or fia-’ exported goods 
without a licence or has been a party to any 
corrupt or fraudulent pracice in his com¬ 
mercial dealings or in obtaining a licence, 
or in exporting any goods, or is found to 
have solicited any licence by eflectlng an 
inducement to the holder of the licence or 
otherwise; or 


(e) if his ageiit or employee has been a party 
to any corrupt or fraudulent practice in ob- 
ta.mmg au(y Jiccncc or in cx|_iL''irting any 
good.s on his behalf; or 

(fj if he fails to comply with or contravenes 
or aiteinpt.s to contravene or abets the con¬ 
travention of any condition embodied in. or 
accompanying a licence ur an application 
for licence; or 

(g) if he commits a breach ol any law (including 
any rule, orrlcr or regulation) relating to 
customs or ;hc import and export o! goods 
or foreign exchange; or 

(h.) if he fails to produce any document that i.s 
called for by the Chief (.’ontrollcr of Imports 
and lixporls or any other licensing authority; 

(i) if he commits a wilful breach of the 
export contract entered into between him 
and the other party. 

Note ; In this clause, the cxpre.ssion “Application for 
licence” include.s any application made under 
the Export Trade Control Regulations. 

(2) The Central Government or the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports Si Exjiorts or an authorized officer 
may, by special order in writing,— 

(a) debar— 

(i) a person in respect of whom an order of 
detention has been made under the Con¬ 
servation of Foreign E.xchange and pre¬ 
vention of Smuggling Activities Act, 1974 
152 of 1974) (hercinallcr referred to as 
the 1974-Act); or 

fii) a partnership firm or a private limited 
company of which such person is a part¬ 
ner or a whole lime director or managing 
director, a.s the ca.se may be, from receiv¬ 
ing licence or from exporting any goods; 
and 

(b) w'ithout prejudice to any other action that 
may be taken against such person, partner¬ 
ship firm or company, direct that no licence 
or permission for cxfxirling any goods shall 
be granted to such person, partnership firm 
or company, 

for such period as may he .specified in such special 
order ; 

.Provided that such .special order shall cease to have 
effect in resfject of such person, or as the ease may 
be, partnership firm cm company of which such person 
is a partner or a whole time director or managing 
director, wlien the order of detention made against 
such person— 

fi) being an order of detention to which the 
provisions of seclion 9 or section 12A r*' 
the 1974-Act do not applv has been revoked 
on the report of the Advisory Board under 
section 8 of that Act or before a receipt 
of the report o'" the Advisory Board or be¬ 
fore making a reference to" the Advisory 
Board; or 

fii) being an order of detention to which the 
provisions of section 9 of the 1974-Act 
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apply hai bcyii revoked bclore the expiry 
of the time tor’ or on the basis of, the review 
under sub''ection (3) of section 9, or on 
the reixnt of the Advisory Board under 
section 8 read with sub-section (2) of 
Section 9 of Hurt Act; or 

(iiij being on order of detention to which the 
provisions of section I2A of the 197-1 Act 
apply has been revoked before the expiry 
of the time for, or on the basis of the first 
review under sub-section (3) of that section 
or on the basis of the rejxtrt of the Advisory 
Board under section 8, read with sub-section 
(6) of Section J2A, of that Act; or 

(ivj has been set aside, by a eonrt of coniirctcut 
jurisdiction, 

(3) file Central Govermnent or the Chief Con- 
Irolier of Imports and Exports or an authorized officer 
may debar a licensee or exporter or any other person 
from receiving licences or from exporting any goods 
and direct, without prejudice to any otfier action that 
may be taken against .such person in this behalf, that 
ncj licence shall be granted to sucb person or no 
permission shall be granted to such person for ex¬ 
porting any goods for a specified period under this 
order, if in the opinion of the Central Government 
or the Chief Controller of Iniports and Exports or an 
authorized oHicer— 

(.a) such liceiijce, exporter or other person; or 

(b) vvhere such licensee, exporter or other person 
is a partnership linn or a liniiccd company, 
any partner or whole lime director or 
managing dirccicr thereof, as the case may 
be; or 

fc) where sncli liccn.sce, importer or other person 
is a partner in a partnciship firm or a whole 
time director or managing director of a 
limited coniptiny, such partnership firm or 
limited company, as the case may be; 

hd's— 

(i) failed, without sutlicicnt cause, to utilise or 
to utilise fully, any export licence granted 
to .sueli licensee, exporter or other person 
or such partner or w'lolc time director or 
managing director or sucIi partnership firm 
or fmiitcd cunpuny as the case may be; or 

(ii) committed any act referred to in paragraph 
(ij of such-ciansc (3) of clause 8 of the 
Imports (Control) Order, 1955. 

8. Power to suspend grant of licences or permission 
to export goods—The Central Government or the 
Chief Conlruller of Imports and Exporb, or an autho 
rized officer may suspend the grant of licences or 
permission to export goods to a licensee or exporter 
or any other pinson, pending investigation into one 
or more of the allcgLuioll^ meiilioned in clause 7 
■without prejudice to any other action that may be 
taken in this hclialf -- 

Provided that grant of a licence and permission to 
export goods shall not ordinarilv' be suspended under 
this clause for a period exceeding twelve months; 
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Provided further that on the withdrawal of sucli 
suspension a licence may be granted to him for the 
period of suspension subject to such conditions, 
restrictions or limitations as may be decided by the 
authority aforesaid keeping in view of the rclcvatil 
economic factors. 

9. Power to keep in abeyance, applications for 
licences for e.xporting goods.—Where any investiga¬ 
tion into any ot the allegations mentioned in clause 7 
is pending against a iicensce or exporter or any other 
person, and the Central Government or the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports or an authorized 
ollicer is sati.sned that without ascertaining further 
details in regard In such allegation the grant of licence 
or permission to export goods will not be in the public 
interest then, notwithstanding anything contained in 
this order, the Central Government or the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports or an authorized ofiiccr 
may keep in abeyance any application for grant of 
licence or permission to export goods of such person 
without assigning any reason, and without prejudice 
to any other action that may be taken in tins behalf : 

Provided that the period for which the grant of 
such licence or permission to export goods is kept 
in abeyance under this clause shall not ordinarily 
exceed six months. 

10. Publicity of action taken under clause 7 or 
8.—(1) If the Central Government is ot opinion that 
it is necessary or expedient in the public interest to 
publish the name of any person or class of persons 
and other relevant particulars, against whom action 
under clause 7 or 8 is taken, it may publish or cause 
to be published, the name of such person or ejass of 
persons and such partieulirs in sucli nianncf as it 
thinks fit. 

(2) No publication under sub-clause (1) shall be 
made in relation to, any such action until the lime 
of prc.scnthig an appeal, if any, to the appellate autlio- 
rily has expired without an appeal having been pre¬ 
sented or, ihc appeal, if presented, has been disposed 
of. 

Explanation. —In tlie case of a firm, company or 
other association of persons, the names of the partners 
of the firm, directors, managing agents, .secretaries and 
treasurers or manager of the company, or the mem¬ 
bers of the assuci.ition, as tlie ease may be, may also 
be published if, in tnc opinion of (he Central Govern¬ 
ment die circumstances of the ease justify it. 

II. Cancellation o’ licencc,s.—(1) The Central 
Government or the Chief Controller of Imports S^ 
Exports or an '.luthorizcd officer may cancel any licence 
granted under tins order or otherwise render it 
inelfectivc : — 

(a) if the licence has been granted (hrough iu- 
advcrfancc or mistake or has been obtained 
by fraud or misrepresentation ; 

fb) if die licence lias been granted contrary to 
rules or die provisions of this Order, 

(c) if die iicensce has committed a breach of 
any of (he condidons of a licence; 

(d) if the Central Government or such officer is 
satisfied that the licence will not serve the 
purpose for which if has been granted: 
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(o) if the iiceiiice has commitlccj a breach of 
any law iclatinfi to customs or the rules and 
regulations relating to the import or export 
of goods or any law relating to the regulalion 
of foreign exchange : 


prefer an appeal against such action to such authority 
us the Central Government may. by iiolili- 
catioti in the Official Gazette, constitute for the 
purpose of hearing appeals within thirty clays from 
the dale of the communication of the action taken. 


Provided that notwithstanding anything contained 
in this Order, the Central Government or 'he Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports or an authorized 
officer may, if saiislicd that it is expedient so to do 
in the public interest cancel any licence or render it 
incfl'cctivc without assigning any reason. 

(2) The Central Government or the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports or an authorized officer 
may by specral order in writing render mclieclivc any 
licence granted ujider this orcler ter— 

(a) a person, if an order or dctcniion has been 
made under the 1974-Act in respect of such 
person; or 

(b) a partnership lirm or a private limited com¬ 
pany of which such person is a partner or 
a whole time director or managing director 
as the case oiay be : 

Provided that such special order shall cease to have 
effect in respect of such person or, as the ease may 
be, partnership Srm or company of which siicli person 
is a partner or a director, when the order of dctcniion 
made agginst such person,— 

(i) being an order of detention to which the 
provisions of section 9 or section 12A of 
the report of the Advisory Board under 
section '8 of that Act or before a receipt of 
the report of the Advisory Board or before 
making a tcferetice to the Advisory Board; 
or 

(ri) being an order of detention to which the 
provision of section 9 of the 1974'Act apply 
has been revoked before the expiry of the 
time for, or on the basis of, the review 
under sub-section (3) of section 9, or on 
the report of the yVdvisory Board under 
section 8, read with Sub-section (2) of 
section 9 of that Act; or 

(iii) bein)j; an order of detention to which the 
providons of scciiun 12A of the 1974-Act 
a|rp|y has been revoked before the expiry 
of the lime for, or on the basis of, the first 
review under sub-section (3) of that .H'ction, 
or oil the basis of the report of the Advisory 
Board under section S, read w'ith sub-section 
f6) of section i2A, of that Act; or 

(iv) has been set aside by a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

12. Licensee, etc. to be given opportunity of being 
heard.—U) No action shall be taken under clause 
6 or sub-clause (1) or sub-clause 3 of clause 7 or 
clause 8 or sub-clansc fl) of clause 11 against a 
licensee or exporter nr any other person unless he 
has been given a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard. 

(2) Where any person is aggrieved by any action 
taken under clause 7 or clause 8 or sub-clause fl) 
of clause 11 (save in case where the cancellation has 
been Ordered under (he provision thereto) he niay 


13. Declaration as to the value, sort, c|ualily, etc. 
of exported goods,—On the exportation from any 
Customs port of any goods, whether liable to duly or 
not, the owner or exporter of such goods sliall, in 
the shipping bill, or other relevant document stale 
the value, sort, specilication qualify and description 
of such goods to the best of his knowledge and belie!, 
and certify that the juality and specilication of the 
goods, as staled in those documents, are in accordance 
with the terms of the export contract entered into 
with the buyer or consignee in pursuance of which 
the goods arc being exported and shall subscribe to 
a declaration lo the irutli of such statements at the 
food of such Shipping Bill or other documents, 

14. Prohibition regarding making, signing etc. of 
any declaration, statement or documents.—(1) No 
person shall make, sign or use or cause to be made, 
signed or used any declaration, statement or document 
in obtaining a licence, or in exporting any goods 
knowing or having reason to believe that such declara¬ 
tion, statement or document is false in any raalcrial 
particular. 

(2) No person sliall employ any corrupt or 
fraudulent practice in obtaining any licence or in 
exporting any goods. 

14A. Powers of revision of the Chid Controller 
or Additional Chief Controller.—The Chief Contioller 
or Additional Chief Ccntrollcr may, on his own 
motion or otherwise, call for and examine ilic records 
of any proceedings in which an action to debar under 
sub-clause (1) or sub-clause (3) of clause 7 or to 
cancel a licence under sub-clause (1) of clause 11 
has been initiated or completed (whatever the result 
may be) by any ollicer subordinate to him and against 
which no appeal has been preferred, for the purpose 
of satisfying himself as to the correctness, legality or 
propriety of sucli action and pass such orders thereon 
as he may think lit : 

Provided that no acrioii shall be varied under this 
sub-clause so as to prejndiciuliy affect any person 
unless such person— 

(a) has, w'iUiin a period of two years from the 
date of such action, received a notice to 
show cause why such action shall not be 
varied; and 

(b) has been given a reasonable r'pportunity of 
making reprosenlatfon and, if he so desires, 
of being heard, in his defence. 

15. Savings.—Nothing in this Order shall apply 
to— 

(a) any goods exported by or under the authority 
of the Central Govcrmncnl; 

(b) any goods covered by executive instructions 
issued by the Chief Controlle'f of Imports 
and Export S' 

(c) any goods other than food-stuffs constituting 
the stores or equipment of any out-going 
vessel or conveyance; 
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(d) any Roods conslUutin}’; the bona lido personal 
baggage of any person (including passenger 
or member, o[ a crew in any oui-gonig 
vessel or eonveyaneej going out of India; 

Provided that the wild life t dead or alive or part 
thereof or produce therelrom) specilied in^ part ‘A’ 
of Schedule I shall not be ircated as constituting such 
personal baggage; 

(e) any goods exported by post or by air under 
the condili<)(iis specihed in Postal Notice 
issued by the Postal authorities; 

(f) any goods transhipped at a port in India 
after having been manifested for such tran¬ 
shipment at tiie time of dcspatcli from a 
port outside India; 

(gj any goods inijjortcd and bonded on arrival 
in India for re-export to any counlry outside 
India, except bilcp^il and Bhutan; 

(h) any goods in transit through Jjidia by post 
or any goods le-direeied by post to a des¬ 
tination outside India except Nepal and 
Bhutan provided that sucli goods while in 
India are always in the custody, of the postal 
authoriUcs; 

(i) any goods imported wilhoul a valid import 
licence and exported in accordance with an 
order for the export of such goods niade 
by an oflicer of Customs authorised in this 
behalf; 

(j) products manufactured in and exported from 
the respeelivc tree trade Zones and approv¬ 
ed 100 per cent Exiwrt Oriented Units except 
textile items covered by bUatcral agreements; 

(k) Export oi Blood group Oh (Bpmoay Phono- 
type) meant for scientific icscarch or emer¬ 
gency medical trcatineht, as life saving 
measure on humanitarian grounds by the 
Director, National Blood Group Reference 
Laboratory, Bombay, on the basis of a speci- 
lic certificate issucti by him to this effect in 
each ease; 

(l) Export of samples of lubricating oil additives 
lube oil, eruUe oil and other related petro¬ 
leum products and raw materials used to 
manufacture Lube Additives by Lubrizols 
India Ltd , Bombay and Indian Oil Corpo¬ 
ration Ltd., Hindustan Petroleum Corpora¬ 
tion Ltd., and Bharat Petroleum Corporation 
Ltd, from their installations in India to 
Lubrizol's Laboratories in U.S.A. and U.K.
